Last year's EAC auction was a success because of three major consignments, 
but none are expected for 1 981 so the answer is quite obvious if you want a 
goodl^iTction this year, you must send in something. What I am asking each of 
you to do is very simple - send in at least three nice pieces which will '^ealize 
$50. or more per lot. If you can't find three such lots, send lesser lots - but 

send something! 


If we are going to continue having successful auctions , then everyone must 
get into the habit of putting aside a few nice coppers each year specifically for 
this purpose. It is much easier to sell unwanted pieces to local collectors or 
dealers, but you will realize more dollars by consigning your coins to your EAC 
auction . 


This notice will be your first and last chance to consign coins to the EAC 
1981 auction to be held in Dallas, Texas on May 1 or 2. 

The cataloguer (Bill Noyes), the grading standards, and the procedures will 
be the same as for the EAC '80 auction . 


COMMISSIONS: Minimum of $3. per lot; maximum of $50. per coin 

and, in between, 7 per cent of Price Realized. 

PE;SE'RVES: Minimum of $3. per coin; maximum of $25. per coin; 

and in between 2 per cent of reserve. ^ reserves will be listed 
in the catalogue and must be spelled out when consigning coins. 


What do I consider to be a desirable coin for the EAC auction '81? 
virtually any scarce, rare, or choice piece. For Sheldon cents or 1 793-1 797 
half cents, this means any clean, undamaged coin in Good or better; for common 
Matron Head cents and 1800-1868 half cents, clean VF or better; and all others 
XF or better. Any lower grades will be put into multiple lots at the sole dis- 
cretion of the cataloguer. Obviously, rare varieties are acceptable in all grades.

1 794 S-38 VF30/15 $1,400.; 1801 S-21 5 FI 2 $270.; 1816 N-7 AU55 $190.; 
1818 N-4 AG3 $57.50; 1827 N-1 2 G5 $260.; 1830 N-1 1 G6 $475.; and 
1834 N-1 AU50 $1 65. were only some of the more impressive results from 
EAC '80. All were substantially above estimates.
